BAJA CALIFORNIA, MEXICO, June 7 
— Many an old Baja desert rat has said 
that Baja is full of tricks. This year’s 
Baja 500 pulled off a full scale illusion; 
it tumed out to be 610 miles long. To 
the competitors it probably seemed to 
be about 1,000. The 500 mile Baja 
event traditionally begins and ends in 
Ensenada, covering some 500 miles 
down the West coast of the peninsula, 
then across the peninsula, up the East 
coast and back across to Ensenada. 800f 
the 120 miles of pavement, which have 
always led down to Check One at 
Camulu, were eliminated this year, in 
favor of some cliff running along the 
Pacific Ocean. Lots of screams by 
burned up bikers, and maybe a little 
thought to the name National Off-Road 
Racing Association brought about the 
pleasant change. 

With a rougher, dirtier, curvier 
course, many old bike sages hoped for 
the overall win which has escaped to the 
hands of the four-wheelers for the past 
two years. It almost happened. Almost, 
but not quite. Four teams of bike riders 
were in the running, Mickey Quade and 
Howard Utsey came the closest, guess 
who won? Parnelli. Who else? 

Due to the longer course the first 
bike took off two hours earlier this 
year, at 10:01. The number one entry, 
Bonhurst and Bonhurst aboard a 450 
Kawasaki, met immediate disaster 
before getting out of Ensenada. A police 
bike pulled out in front and — bam — a 
broken arm for Bruce. At least it wasn't

CMC INSURANCE MAN 

I'd like to comment on the letter 
from Virgil R. Craycraft, C.L.U., which 
you printed in a recent issue of your 
Paper. 

I personally have no way to compare 
the advantages or disadvantages of CMC 
as opposed to AMA, but, since Mr. 
Craycraft has made an issue of the CMC 
insurance program, I'd like to take this 
opportunity to clarify some of his 
misconceptions. 

We take pride in the fact that, in 
addition to CMC, we also insure the 
SRA, ACA, ACE, AHRA, American 
Racing Congress, American Midget 
Racing Association, and many other 
groups too numerous to mention with a 
resultant total of over 7,000 insured 
racing events of various types per racing 
season, 

We feel that the program arranged 
through our firm by the CMC is 
particularly good because: 

(1) We have a maximum deductible 
of only $100 which seems to be 
more equitable than a $1,00 
deductible. 

(2) In addition to rider medical we 
also have an excellent spectator 
liability package available with 
limits available up to 5 million 
dollars. 

(3) It’s my understanding that the 
AMA rider medical insurance only 
pays 60% of the loss where we pay 
up to 100% of the limit shown on 
our policy. 

(4) Our premium charge to the CMC 
is $105 not $111 per day. I don’t 
believe they have any “hidden” 
charges as Mr. Craycraft allegates.

In closing I suggest to Mr. Craycraft 
that someone can, and obviously has 
done a better job.

The AMA professional racing 
program has it all put together this year 
and can prove it. While USAC is having 
trouble getting races started and then 
keeping enough cars together just to 
finish, NASCAR being dominated by 
just three or four cars and drivers and 
the sporty cars finding tracks and 
sponsors, the AMA is enjoying their best 
season. 

After seven nationals, four on dirt 
and three on pavement, the two aspects 
that have put the AMA national circuit 
on top is the Expert-only format on the 
dirt and the new “Sprint-Type” 
program in road racing. USAC and 
NASCAR continue to run longer and 
more drawn out races. AMA is giving 
the fans what they want, shorter events 
that produce side by side racing, which 
is what racing is all about. 

Bobby Unser continues to grab all 
the USAC headlines and is the guy to 
beat at every event — is his car holds up, 
which it is not in the habit of doing. 
USAC appears to put most of their 
efforts into time trials and 200 MPH lap 
speeds. But time trial are about as 
exciting as watching the grass grown on 
the Courthouse lawn in Mansfield, Ohio. 

NASCAR goes into every event with 
four or five drivers that are capable of 
winning, and usually do. The driver who 
won the first half of the season point 
buns money never won a race, he just 
curised around and and finished inside 
the first ten! 

Now take a look at the AMA record 
after seven nationals, or through the 
Louisville event, Seven races, seven 
different winners, Seven events and four 
different brands ridden to victory. 

The first seven AMA events found 
record crowds at six of the races. The 
only one that fell short of what could 
be expected was the first time Dallas 
road race, and road races are noted for 
taking awhile before people find out 
about them, or know what is going on. 

The AMA programs for this year on 
the dirt and on the pavement are 
putting a guarantee to the paying 
customer that they will in fact see some 
racing and not a parade. It is obvious 
that there is also a guarantee that no 
one riders or a single brand or racing 
equipment is going to dominate any of 
the two types of racing. 

Sixteen different riders won national 
races in ‘72. The current pace is showing 
that the record will again be broken and 
more new champions will be crowned 
before the end of the season, as only 
one third of the events have been run, 

The national circuit has two more 
races in the east before heading west for 
the entire month of July, a month that 
will host two mile track events, two 
TT’s and one road race. All five will 
have guaranteed record crowds. 

The San Jose mile on July 1 could 
have sold out the grandstands two 
months ago, but the promoter wisely 
held back a certain armound of tickets. 
He is also going to again open up the 
infield area for standing room. 

The Colorado Springs mile has 
already sold out the entire main 
grandstands at $10.00 a throw. The 
promoter is putting in thousands of 
bleachers and will also have infield 
standing room available and this is only 
the second year for the event. 

The Castle Rock TT, third event on 
the July AMA swing, pack's more 
people in each year and adds more seats 
each year. It’s still the only night 
national that finds the grandstands at 
least half full by 3:00 in the afternoon, 

The Ascot TT is the fourth race in 
July and has that added flavor that finds 
a half mile running at Ascot the night 
before the TT. The half mile is a 
national if there ever was one as all of 
the riders take that one in along with 
the TT national the next night. It’s the 
only meeting where the fan can see both 
types of racing in twenty four hours, 
and see the best. ; 

The fifth and last west coast July 
national is the second annual Laguna 
Seca road race. It will be interesting to 
see if the seceond event draws a 
considrably larger crowd than the first 
event a year ago, It is here that the west 
coast fan gets a chance to see the new 
AMA “Sprint type” program that runs 
along the lines of the dirt track events. 
In other words, a rider can be 
eliminated in the heat or semi races and 
not make the final. 

The Loudon road race and the 
Columbus half mile are the next two 
biggies on the AMA calender. Loudon 
annualy draws second only to Daytona 
in total road racing spectators and 
Columbus is always one of the largest 
draws for half mile events. 

The reports are from Louisville that 









the only problem was not enough seats 
for all the people that showed up. A 
problem that all promoters would like 
to have more often. 

The crowds for AMA nationals have 
shown a major increase the past three 
years, In the past three years the purses 
have been greatly increased so the two 
are going hand in hand. The future for 
national cycle racing appears more than 
just a rosy one. 

The track record for nationals shows 
that if a promoter will get out and 
promote the first one or two events 
then the motorcycle fraternity will pass 
the word through their famous “Rumor 
Mill” when the next one is going to be. 

Promoters have told us that in recent 
years there are less died-in-the-wool 
motorcycle fans showing up but far 
more non-riding people paying to see 
professional races. The power of 
publicity. 

Harley-Davidson now joins Triumph, 
Yamaha and Suzuki as a winning brand 
on the national scene. Dave Sehl has

now won. the Louisville national three 
of the last four years. He did it the hard 
way, finishing third in his heat race 
behind Mert Lawwill and Gary Scott 
and then coming on to win one of the 
two semi-main event. . That shows a lot 
of class, which Sehl is noted for on the 
half miles. 

Harley has not won all six of the 
Louisville national races, More or less a 
throw-back to bygone days when 
Milwaukee used to win them all, or at 
least 95% of the national dirt track 
events, 

It is much the same story for the 
coming Columbus national where 
Harley has won twelve of the last 
thirteen. Gary Nixon broke their string, 
riding a Triumph to the win in 1968. 
Lawwill has won the Columbus event 
two of the past four year, His fast time, 
heat race win and second place finish at 
Louisville make Mert a prime contender 
again on June 24th, 

Speaking of winners, no American 
has won a national road race since Cal 
Raybomn carried the red, white and blue 





to victory last July at Laguna Seca. 
Since that time five straight road races 
have been won by Canada, England, 
Finland, England and New Zealand. 
Perhaps, like motocross, the writing is 
on the wall for American road racing 
events, 

The dirt track nationals, however, 
will continue to remain the stronghold 
for American riders with only Dave 
Sehl, the Canadian, denting the winner's 
ranks on the ovals, The USA has created 
many fine road racers but only Canada 
has come up with riders who can race 
our many types of dirt events. This is 
unfortunate in some ways. But there is a 
new crop of specialized road racers 
coming up through the ranks in AMA 
road racing. Many of them are Juniors 
this season and will move to the Expert 
class next year. It may revive some 
winning ways for Uncle Sam. The pot of 
gold for foreign road racers right now is 
here in the USA if money is the name of 
the game. 

The Loudon national road roaces 
should produce another battle to the 
finish line of the Atlanta type. We have 
been informed that Los Angeles — San 
Diego — Bakersfield radio, KBIG (740), 
will carry a full rundown on Sunday 
evening at 6:00 pm on June 17th. The 
station has been getting a big following 
of late for its motorcycle coverage and 
may have reports on all of the remaining 
nationals this season, The station phone 
number is, (213) 874-7700 for those 
that want to check ahead of time on 
each event coming up.

CMC Saddleback

IRVINE, CAL. june 3 — A well 
prepared course and a day that didn't 
get too hot or too cold greeted another 
whopping turnout of CMC riders at 
Saddleback, For the fourth week in a 
row, 36 250 Experts signed in, 


twenty-eight ending up racing for that 


10076 payback. 

First round action for the 
middleweights saw a sixteen-year-old 
kid riding in a pair of jeans and work 
shoes, come from as far back as ninth at 
the start, to first place on the eighth lap, 
winning going away. But then this 
youngster has a pretty familiar name: 
Marty Tripes. 

Marty arrived at the track fresh off an 
airplane from. Georgia, where he won 
the 250 National championship event. 
The airline got Marty here in time, but 
not his luggage, which of course 
contained all his riding gear. Gaylon 
Mosier riding steadily also came from 
far back in the field to second with his 
Maico behind Marty’s Elsinore. Rich 
Eierstedt is now riding for Al Anders 
Bultaco and was doing quite well until 
he put the Bultaco on its side, He got 
restarted but could only salvage 69 
points out of the first moto. 

When it came time to get saddled up 
for the second moto, the word quickly 
spread that Marty Tripes was not going 
to ride. The rumor was correct; Marty 
was not going to ride the second moto. 
When 1 asked him why, Marty's only 
answer was that he was just too tired, 
Could be, after all nobody can feel 
another person’s pain, but for the life of 
me, I simply cannot imagine any real 
professional giving up when he’s out 
front. 

When the gate dropped, Rich 
Eierstedt pulled his Bultaco to the front 
and stayed there all the way to the 
checker despite being pressed the entire 
twelve laps by Mosier. Although 
Eierstedt won, his crash in the first 
moto put his Bultaco second in the final 
standings, behind Gaylon’s Maico, Even 
though Marty didn’t ride the second 
moto, his first moto win and 400 points 
was enough to give him third overall. 

The 500 Experts had a stranger in 
their midst today, redheaded and 
personable National number 98, John 
Hateley. John, who doesn’t ride a whole 
lot of motocross, didn’t cut any fat hogs 
in the first round, but came back in the 
second round for a third place finish to 
gain him fifth overall. With the kind of 
competition he was up against today, I 
would say that the redhead could be 
one hell of a motocrosser if he would 
work at it. Husky mounted Terry 
Clarke, Wayne Boyer (CZ) and 
American Motocross Maico rider, Rex 
Staten put on quite a pair of races for 
the onlookers. Terry led the first five 
laps of moto one. As Boyer crashed, 
Staten got by to win it with Clarke 
second. In round two, Terry led it for 
six laps with Rex getting a bad start and 
crashing on lap one. Boyer took his CZ 
past Clarke at the halfway point, taking 
the checker first, but only second 
overall. Clarke won it, 
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I don't know who is doing the work 
on Bruce McDougal's Mettco Penton, be 
it Fred Hayes or Charlie Bower, but that 
little hummer does get with the 
program. As fast as it is, Marty Smith’s 
Monark, and or the blossoming talent of 
Marty gave the first moto win for the 
125 Experts to Marty. In the second 
round, it was McDougal all the way for 
twelve laps, but for the first six, you 
couldn’t have put a sheet of tissue paper 
between Bruce and Marty. But then at 
the halfway point Marty’s Monark 
seized up and Bruce was home free with 
the win and first overall. 


AMC North MX at Saddleback 
Park

IRVINE, CAL., June 10 — This week, 
AMC held an unusually great race, with 
around 350 riders coming out for the 
event. Among these, there were some 
professional hotshots coming out to 
take a shot at the $800 purse. 

The hottest action of the day came 
from the American Jawa Ace, Greg 
Robertson. Greg entered both the 250 
and 500 classes today, and cleaned up in 
both, In the 250 he had little trouble in 
the first moto, after working off a fair 
start.

But in 
the second moto. Mr. Electric Hair, 
Bruce Baron, decided that he would 
take his Honda on a fast spree and try 
to catch the flying Robertson.

Austrian 125 Grand Prix 


Easy Pickings for Americans-- But Where Are They? 


by John Huetter 

LINZ, AUSTRIA, June 3 — Beginning 
with the 1973 competition season, the 
FIM (world sanctioning organization for 
motocross) instituted an international 
championship for 125cc class motocross 
competition; similar to the 250cc and 
500cc World Championship. Only the 
displacement and track locations are 
different. 

Strangely enough, now that the 
rounds are underway, the FIM seems 
insistent on not calling the 125 class a 
world championship. Every country in 
Europe (including San Marino and 
Portugal) has a 125 Championship 
round in which points are awarded 
toward overall standings. The winner at 
the end of the season receives the FIM 
prize for the best performance in 125cc 
motocross. They system is identical to 
the 250cc and 500cc classes right down 
to the two 45-minute motos, But, 
depending on the country, the event 
may or may not be billed as a Grand 
Prix, In France, of course, it was. 
Austria and Germany, with Teutonic 
precision, defined their 125 rounds asa 
*125cc competiton for the FIM Prize." 
The FIM itself seems to have come 
around to calling the events “Grand 
Prix" since they pay points toward an 
official FIM world title — as in 250, 500 
motocross or auto Formual One by the 


The Austrian round of the 
'"non-World Championship” World 
Championsip for 125 motocross was 
held in the hills near Linz, a long stone's 
throw back to the Danube River in 
central Austria. The promoter of the 
motocross was the Austrian Auto-Moto 
and Touring Club which added a tone of 
prestige to the event since the OAMTC 
is a combination of AAA, USAC, SCCA 
and AMA with all the clout and polish 


that such a union of forces should 
produce. 
Racing efforts ranged from 


factory-supported riders with imported 
machines through the local Austrian 
hotshoes down to at least one racer who 
trailered his bike from Spain behind a 
600cc SEAT with no spare engine, a 
nearly bald practice knobby and a big 
tent, He didn’t do that badly overall, 
either, 

What is most surprising is that there 
was no American participation in this 
event. The 125cc motorcycle sales 
market certainly warrants it now, And, 
note carefully, this would be the 
cheapest way to have an American 
World Champ in the next two years, if 
Pomeroy or Lackey don’t get there first. 
The machinery, maintenance and spares, 
even the accommodations in the cities 
of venue in Europe (and the U.S.) are 
less epensive than the other two classes. 

The age bracket for 125cc 
competitors is set by the FIM this year 
as 18-25 in an obvious effort to keep 
older, more experienced riders from 
random cherry-picking. How many good 
125 class riders fall in this age group in 
the U.S? Hundreds? Thousands? The 
notion of Terry Clark, for instance, on a 
machine with a Harley-Davidson label is 
appealing. And he,-among many other 
young U.S. racers, would do well in this 
class. 

They take the small-bore 
championship very seriously in Europe. 
Maybe we should be looking in this 
direction in the U.S. A 125cc American 
World Champ could be attainable — 
right now, today. 

Before the first moto in Austria, the 
pit predictors were shaking their heads 
with a worried look in their eyes about 
the Zundapp factory team. Big, heavy 
frames. Stone ugly design. And more 
power than a 250 (so they say). 

When the gate dropped, Zundapp 
Team rider Fritz Schneider (W. Ger) 
shot to the front by the first turn and 
just kept going away. Behind him was 
Frenchman Andre Malherbe on the 
other works Zundapp, German Emil 


Schwarz (Hus) and more KTMs 
(Pentons to you ‘Merkins) than you 
could count. Number One-ranked 


Belgian, Jean-Paul Mingels (Bul), started 
moving from a bad start through the 
pack. His moves are good on rough 
terrain and he doesn't fall but he's not 
as fast as many 125 riders I've seen in 
the U.S. 

Montesa's Belgian whiz-kid, Raymon 
Boven, moved up to sixth before 
retiring with what proved to be minor 
mechanicals. The steep hills and deep 
mud of the course really took the 
measure of the 125’s. Nobody seriously 





challenged the front-running Zundapps. 
One lone Maico (a 125 Maico!) piloted 
by Fritz Kobele held onto third a half 
lap back, then retired. 

Schneider (Zun) was far enough in 
front when the “two laps” sign came 
out to indulge in some long wheelies up 
the start hill. Everybody said the 
Zundapp had the power — and it did, 
Emil Schwarz on the Husky picked up 
third spot behind Malherbe. 

Now, as far as who finished where in 
that moto, there is some question. 
Originally Felice Agostini (Yes, 
Giacomo’s little brother.) was fifth on 
an Italian Aspes. When the offical 
results came out, an Austrian on a KTM 
was fifth; another Austrian on a Puch 
was sixth, which was the highest place 
anybody else had scored for a local boy. 
Italo-Austrian relations have never been 


that good and don't seem to be 
improving. A lot of hand-waving 
afterwards by the Aspes mechanics 


didn't change anything. Also, time trials 
for starting position, as required by the 
FIM, were not used to determine who 
got in the front row. It was first 
come-first served. This is definitely not 
kosher and definitely matters with over 
50 riders entered in this class. 

The starter walked down the line 
“with the Austrian flag over his shoulder 
and, as he pulled the gate lever for moto 
two, two Zundapps headed the long 
start hill drag race, chased into the first 
corner by an Austrian KTM rider, who 
later retired, and Boven (Mai). This was 
looking familiar already. 

Boven challenged Malherbe on the 
lead Zundapp on the top of the course, 
out of sight of the judge’s stand. 
Malherve went outside the gate (gates 
much like ski slalom gates are used in 
GP’s) to keep the lead as Boven made it 
between the poles but lost ground, A 
sharp-eyed ref caught the Frenchman’s 
act, however, and that was to result in 
his disqualification from that moto, 
even though he led it the rest of the way 
with a comfortable ' margin over 
Zundapp teammate Schneider, 

The pack strung out much quicker in 
this second 45-minute moto, It had 
started to rain just as the gate dropped. 
That, and the deep ruts churned into 
the ground by the big bikes in the 
support classes, kept the 125’s from 
being as smooth. Many riders were 
dropping it in the uphill hairpins that 
approached 75 degrees or failing to 
make slick hills on the first run — or the 
second, 

Malherbe on the lead Zundapp had 
no problem. He looked back at 
Schneider, his teammate, a few times 
and then moved away. He actually had 
to shut off on the long start hill to keep 
the front wheel of the Zundapp down. 
There was some question as to the 
actual displacement of the 
German-made motors. There still is. 

Raymond Boven (Mon) hung on to 
third and Jean-Paul Mingels (Bul) 
worked his way up to fourth ahead of 
Othmar Ruby’s works Puch. The large 
pack was being lapped by the front five 
after 12 minutes of racing. 

By the end of the moto, the two 
Zundapps had lapped everybody up to 
fourth place. Mingels’ engine quit. 
Kobele’s Macio coughed up again when 
he was in sixth. Schwarz moved his 
Husky into good scoring position, even 
though slower than the leaders. 

At the finish it was Malherbe (Zun), 
Schneider (Zun), Boven (Mon), Schwarz 
(Hus), Curradi (Anc). Strike Malherbe 
for course-cutting and it gave the overall 
win to Schneider, boosting his standing 
considerably in the points race for 125 
champ. 

Noticeable by their absence were the 
quick 125 Yamahas and Suzukis and, 
the Zundapps are a mystery. They're 
heavy, they use small Amal carbs, they 
look very cobby and they're quicker 
than a greased eel. Until the local 
sponsors require a “pare ferme” they 
will remain a mystery. 

An American, on most shop-prepared 
125’s, could have been in the top 


five...if he knew how to ride mud.

Prix of the season, Spain.

This could have been an interview with Jim 
Pomeroy. In fact, that was the original assignment. It 
is instead, an account of a change in the lifestyle of 
the best 250cc class motocross rider that America has 
ever produced. That also happens to be Jim Pomeroy, 
only he doesn’t even really know it. 

What you’re about to read is a collection of 
impressions, facts and anecdotes after a month on the 
World Championship Grand Prix circuit with Jim: the 
only American, an unsophisticated 20 year-old from 
Yakima, Washington. What’s interesting, though, is 
that in the best Yankee fashion he may not be 
smooth and suave about it, but he gets the job 
done...whatever it is. : 

Images: Seeing Jim at the start line of the Swiss GP 
after a bleary-eyed 18-hour drive. He’s barely 
recognizable behind Torsten Hallman flip-down visor, 
tear-offs taped to his goggles and a Jofa tooth 
collector, Except that he towers over the rest of the 
riders, all 6'2" of him, and is wearing a white and 
blue rugby shirt with a red “U.S.A.” stitched on the 
back. You can't help but get excited seeing the young 
American, his mouth grimly set to do battle with the 
world's best. But Jim gets even more excited at seeing 
a friendly face he recognizes. It took him a second to 
think in English since he'd been speaking only French 
and Spanish — and not much of that. 

“Hey, wow! How are ya, man?” Lots of thumbs up 
signs exchanged over the staccato of the factory 
two-strokes. He then explodes through the rolling 
green hills of mud to do in a couple dozen of the 
world's best motocross riders. God, has he improved! 
He takes a fourth. 

He strips off the muddy riding gear in the Bultaco 
van while the factory mechanic, a Spanish blonde 
they call “Rubion”, chides him for not taking third in 
the first moto. Jim still feels an outsider. 

“You know,” he reflects, “none of the really heavy 
guys would talk to me. They all thought Americans 
were nice guys and stuff but didn’t take them 
seriously on the course. That's changed.” 

Just then, Joel Robert, who hopefully needs no 
introduction, pops into Jim's van and strips down to 
his racing shorts. He lights up a “Boule Nationale” 
cigarette and asks Jim how it's going? The heavy guys 
obviously talk to him now. 

Jim sits there, still in awe of the World Champion 
who he -has just beaten by maybe eight positions. But 
Joel obviously takes him seriously. Jim just scored 
World Championship points; he didn't. 

Joel’s Suzuki mechanic comes to get him and he 
leaves. Jim begins the meticulous pre-moto 
preparation that has so impressed Senor Bulto and 
virtually everybody else who has watched him. 
Every thing has to be right. 

We get around to talking about Spain: It was Jim's 
first Grand Prix, the first of the 1973 season and he 








won it. How does it feel? 

“It feels great!” he smiles. “I was, like, third into 
the first corner — behind Andersson and Mikkola — 
then I just went around Mikkola on the outside in the 
first turn. I got behind Andersson and he was going so 
slow I kept bumping into him on the downhills (Jim 
loves downhills.), I had to keep using my brakes to 
stay behind him," 

“Then, I just decided to go past him and I did and 
I was in front. ] couldn't even believe it. I was leading 
all those guys so I just gassed it." It's always easy 
when you win, 

Jim eventually built up a lead of over 20 seconds 
on Hans Maisch who had come up through the pack. 
When he took the checkered for the first moto it was 
on his rear wheel, The front end of the Bultaco was 
cocked over at 45 degree and he was giving the 
V-fingered peace sign to the crowd with his left hand. 
Everybody went wild. They had never seen anything 
like this brash young American in GP competition. 

“But you know,” Jim continues, “I didn’t get any 
start money for that race. Zero, I didn’t have a name 
in Europe then, But I’m building for next year. I’ve 
still got a lot to learn.” 

After returning to Marcel Wiertz’s house in 
Belgium where he ran on their lung-burning 
cross-country course, dealt with Communist 
bureaucracies to get visas and talked to fellow 
American, Brad Lackey, Jim proceeded to gain more 
World Championship points in Poland and 
Yugoslavia. . 

He displayed a new seriousness in approach and an 
ability to switch from adolescent game-playing to 
intense concentration on the event. He is definitely 
the live wire, the spark — let's face it: the loud 
American, amongst the serious-countenanced GP 
riders but in practice, or when the gate drops, he’s all 
business. His business is beating other world-class 
riders in Grand Prix competition, And that includes 
the six-time World Champion. 

Jim’s likes and dislikes have become firmly 
established during five months in Europe. He likes 
beefsteak; rich, sweet desserts; beautiful European 
girls; and well-prepared motorcycles that handle. He 
dislikes most of the heavy-on-the-stomach European 
foods; international juries and national sanctioning 
clubs that ignore Americans (and discriminate against 
them); shocks that fade after 20 minutes of racing; 
and tree-lined courses. He also dislikes the lack of 
support U.S. riders get from the U.S.A. 

Meanwhile, he rises above all the petty hassles and 
officious border guards to consistently run fourth, 
fifth or sixth amongst the most talent-laden 250 
Grand Prix class in the last eight years. There are 
close to 15 riders who could win a GP moto this year. 
Jim Pomeroy has shown that he is one of them. 

Before the Polish GP, he spots the Russian, Leonid 
Tchinkavenko, in the hotel lobby, He grins broadly, 
“Is that the fast Russian dude that gasses it? Far 
out!” . CZ and the U.S.S.R. had brought 
Tchinkavenko out of retirement to take Kibirine’s 





place on the GP circuit with a works CZ. 
Later, after turning third fastest time in qualifying 
for start position, Jim reflects, grinning, “That’s 


what’s so bitchin’ about GPs...there are so many fast 
guys! Everybody’s good.” 

He seems to take pleasure in the fact. There are no 
easy wins and all the 250cc machinery is about equal 
in horsepower and weight. The difference in riders is 
usually the difference...and whether they finish, 

Jim still crashes too much. Sliding out, laying it 
down or, sadly, equipment malfunctions have cost 
him at least one overall position in every GP since 
Spain. But it doesn’t seem to bother him. He can lay 
it down, recover and still make up the distance to be 
in the front-runners. If he stays upright for another 
two motos on the same day, he will probably win 
overall again. But he isn’t planning on being World 
Champion this year. Hakan Andersson is overdue for 
that honor and about has it sewed up. 

Jim Pomeroy does have definite plans to top the 
250cc World Championship next year. Already, at 
least three other factories besides Bultaco have 
approached him about possibly riding their product. 
Some of the top mechanics, with 8-10 years of Grand 
Prix experience, would like to wrench for Jim. How 
has all the recent attention affected him? It has 
helped to develop his innate wisdom; it -hasn’t made 
his head any bigger. 

The subjects that still get him most excited, besides 
the racer’s Number Two topic: sex, are camping out 
and trailriding in the woods of his native Washington. 
He insists that next year he’s going to get a 250 
Alpina and do more trailriding around his home state. 
Right now, Jim Pomeroy doesn’t even own a 
motorcycle. But he’s talking semi-seriously about 
importing motocross equipment. 

Perhaps one reason that Jim displays a caution and 
sense of long-range planning beyond his years or 
surface attitude is that none of the factories that are 
just now beginning to woo him would do anything 
for him a year ago, Some were downright insulting; 
some just didn’t try to make attractive deals with the 
U.S. Cup winner and Northwest Champion. He stayed 
with Bultaco then out of a sense of loyalty and 
because they offered him the best arrangement — | 
including the Grand Prix season in Europe. 

“Jim is an elegant rider," says Senor Bulto in his 
perfectly accented, aristocratic Spanish. “I like 
elegant riders that bring a sense of grace to the speed 
and danger of motocross...to the sport of 
motorcycling in general. He has given us some very 
good rides. He gave us a good ride today.” Reference 
is to Jim’s fifth place finish, right on Mikkola’s tail, in 
Yugoslavia. That is very high praise from one of the 
truly grand old men of motorcycle competition. 
Stated in Spanish, it is even stronger in its meaning. 

Jim has also gotten a lot more “open” in five 
months on his own. Marcel Wiertz, the Belgian 
Bultaco importer, has helped him a lot but he has, 
like most Americans ever to try the GP circuit, done 
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it alone. In Jim's case, he has had to do it without an 
English-speaking mechanic or friend. He talks now of 
things he maybe only thought about before with a 
new confidence in self that is a healthy sign of 
growth, both as a man and as a racer. 

But, basically, the experience of winning a GP and 
ranking fifth in the world hasn’t really changed’ him. 
He is both proud of his achievements, pulling out 
photos with the eagerness of a Junior, and modest 
about his own abilities, 

While walking the course with him before a GP, 
watching Jim mentally count the bumps between 
comers and calculate the best gear and overall 
gearing, the most frequent comment he made was; 
“Tve still gota lot to learn,” 

Nobody in Europe wheelies the cobby downhills 
like Jim Pomeroy does. Only Andersson, Mikola and 
Falta are consistently as fast. (Montesa rival Kalevi 
Vehkonen always seems to be running against Jim. 
The Spanish factory competition emerges here. 
They're both good riders.) And, despite his lack of 
affection and a deference to the European GP riders, 
they respect Jim because he can beat them at their 
own sport on their own courses. He does it regularly. 

There's been a lot of talk and a lot of ink about 
future hopes for an American World Champion: Will 
it be this young charger or this one? Every factory, or 
rather, U.S. importer tries to pick up on the one 
who’s winning that week and hopes that he will be 
the one to do it. All the talk, all the predictions by 
the press, all the advertising and wishful thinking look 
pretty pale compared to the reality of right now on 
the Grand Prix circuit. 

The formerly shy, still naive Jim Pomeroy (Bul) is 
winning today in World Championship competition. 
He’s not grabbing big headlines for local wins; he’s 
just going faster than most of the world’s best in 
every Grand Prix he rides. Any American who thinks 
he’s going to be World Champion had better get 


NOT BAD FOR A BLOODY OLD 
PUSHROD TWIN 


Although the European Gran Prix 
road race machines represent the 
ultimate in factory sophistication 
Englishman Peter Williams and his John 
Player Norton proved the newer 
Formula 750 class to be just as fast at 
the Isle of Man TT June 5 when he 
turned in the second fastest lap and race 
times in the history of the event. 

Williams’ best lap average over the 
37% mile course was a blistering 107.27 
MPH and his five-lap average was an 
equally quick 105.47 MPH. 

Only the legendary Mike Hailwood 
has ever run the course faster. He set the 
current standards in 1967 aboard a 
500cc Honda with a 108.77 MPH lap 
average and 105.62 MPH total average, 

Williams bested 83 entries in the race 
finishing the event in 1:47:19.2. He was 
followed to the finish line by teammate 
Mick Grant also on a John Player 
Norton. Tony Jefferies on a Triumph 
was third, Charlie Williams on a Yamaha 
fourth, Stan Woods on a Suzuki fifth 
and Ken Huggett on a Yamaha was 
sixth, 

The only Americans to compete at 
the Isle of Man TT event this year were 
Maurice Candy and Eddie Fletcher. 
They raced in the 500cc sidecar event, 
finishing 10th out of 83 starter on their 
500 Triumph rig. e

i PINEROLO, ITALY, May 27 — It there 


was still any question in anybody's 
mind about who is the best, all doubts 
were dispelled today in the foothills of 
Italy’s Piedmont region as 500 class 
World Champ Roger DeCoster sailed, 
bounced and bounded to two decisive 
victories in as many 45-minute motos. 

His Suzuki didn’t break and, as usual 
when he doesn’t have mechanicals, he 
won — with a lead of about 30 seconds 
in each moto. Sole American in the 500 
class GP's, Brad Lackey, finished sixth 
overall and picked up six more World 
Championship points. Roger's 30 point 
gain put him in the lead for the World 
Championship with a total of 60. 

The Italia newspapers had made 
some predictions about the race — how 
an Italian would probably win (of 
course) and how Roger had lost some of 
the old dash. DeCoster was a little 
depressed by the bad reviews but it 
didn’t stop him from having the lead at 
the end of lap one. 

Then, DeCoster lost it on the bumpy 
downhill after the steep start hill. He 
was controlled even in crashing and 
never seemed to let go of the throttle in 
doing a couple of spins down the hill — 
sideways. He remounted in seventh as 
local boy and Pinerolo favorite, 
Giuseppe Cavellero (Mai), grabbed the 
lead. Cavallero stretched out a good lead 


` in 3 laps as the fans went wild in the 


best emotional Italian way. He used his 
intimate knowledge of the circuit to 
good advantage. 

Brad was crammed into 20th in the 
first coruer but was up to 10th after 
two laps and despoking his front wheel 
on Vic Eastwood's AJS. (Vic's footpeg 
had snapped off: he missed it when he 
came out of a corner, bobbled, and Brad 
hit him.) 

By the fourth lap, Roger had moved 
into second and started after Cavallero. 
Behind him was Willi Bauer (Mai) a 
good ways back. 

DeCoster and Cavellero were 
disappearing from the rest of the pack, 
getting around the steep, fast course 
very smoothly. With 15 minutes gone, 
Roger had re-passed into first. Behind 
Cavallero came Bauer, then about 4 CZs 
including Jiri Stodulka and Anatoli 
Mandritchenko, the Russian who had 
center punched Brad in Finland. 
Bradley had moved up to eighth. 

John Banks (Cheney-BSA) had 
overcome a bad start and the Beezer was 
thumping up through the pack 
consistently. 

With 22 minutes gone, Brad passed 
Werner Schutz (Mai) to take seventh. He 
did it-smoothly in a long charge on the 
two-jump hill. Roger was still going 
away and Gerrit Wolsink emerged in 
fourth just ahead of former World 
Champ Bengt Abert (Hus). Banks 
retired with mechanical problems. Jiri 
Stodulka (CZ) had lost his expansion 
chamber but was still holding off Aberg 
for fifth as Wolsink moved away. Brad 
closed to within a bike length of 
Mandritchenko, then he passed the 
Russian on the outside of the bumpy 
downhill where Roger had lost it. 

A little over 30 minutes were gone 
when Werner Schutz went by both of 
them. Brad had thought it was Willi 
Bauer lapping him, since the Maico 
riders dress almost exactly alike, and 
actually moved over for him. Schutz 
took advantage of his red-and-yellow 
“Maico” shirt to shoot past. Brad 
realized his error and the fight for sixth 
was a good one with the German, the 
Russian and the American all going at it 
heavily. Roger was coming around right 
behind them — lapping at about 2:11, 
fastest qualifying time. 

Schutz was in the front of the three 
man pack 'for sixth and closed slightly 
on Stodulka with about a lap to go. 
Aberg had just got past him the lap 
before as the lack of expansion chamber 
told on the uphills and the CZ couldn’t 
make up any time there. 

Roger thought he was in third due to 
confusing pit signals and went 35 
seconds ahead of Cavallero at the 
checkered. Then came Bauer, Wolsink, 
Aberg, Schutz, Stodulka and Lackey. 
The race was really in the top eight. 
Everybody else was lapped. 


MOTO TWO 

Roger DeCoster grabbed the lead by 
the top of the start hill in Moto Two 
and said “Bye-bye” to everybody 
except Bengt Aberg. The yellow Suzuki 
never missed a beat this time (though it 
still isn’t the best-handling thing on the 
GP circuit) and Roger led from start to 
finish. Brad was in fifth on lap one, 
being chased by Mandritchenko and 
Banks; then he kind of laid it down to 
miss some spectators that were spilling 
onto the course and he was back to 
ninth. The Italians were getting a little

carried away. 

After 15 minutes of the second 
moto, during which parts of the track 
got very dustry, the top ten were filled 
out by DeCoster, Aberg, Bauer, 
Stodulka, Toman (CZ), Cavallero, 
Banks, Mandritchenko, Wolsink and 
Lackey. Aberg just barely kept the 
World Champ in sight. 

Bank’s thumper went this time and 
he moved it around the course smartly. 
Roger just kept the gas on as Otakar 
Toman went by fellow Czech Stodukla 
to move into fourth. 

With 30 minutes gone, only Banks 
and Wolsink were changing positions. 
Brad went by Mandritchenko again, 
then the Russian berserked it, hitting 
the greeen Kawasaki and almost taking 
them both down, before Brad recovered 
and pulled away. Cavallero’s fast Maico 
went out with mechanicals and Brad 
was in eighth. Then the front wheel of 
Bauer’s Maico came apart and he was 
out after holding down third for most 
of the moto. e 

Brad came by looking under his gas 
tank for CZ-induced damage and Werner 
Schutz some how got past him on his 
Maico. So Brad was back in eighth 
where he stayed *til the finish. 

Roger cracked a dust-caked, sweaty 
grin as he took the last lap flag. He was 
nearly 30 seconds ahead of Aberg and 
going away. John Banks' Cheney-BSA 
was up to fifth for his best — an only — 
GP finish this year. 

Bradley described Roger as “...just 
the baddest dude around...” and he was 
right. In the 500cc class, there is Roger

as long a ride back as-it would be for 
some. 

Once per minute the bikes headed 
out, and after three hours they began to 
blitz into Camalu. For most of the 
people involved in the race (pit crews 
and co-riders), the longest and possibly 
most agonizing wait was finally 
producing some results. First bike into 
Camalu was the Honda (?cc) of Billy 
Silverthorn and John Kenyon. They were 
hauling, and the anticipation grew as the 
non-factory entry seemed to be panning 
out. The Niles Ussery-Dick Vick Husky 
was the next bike in only two minutes 
later, but having started three minutes 
before the Honda, they were five 
behind, Then came some high numbers: 
Gene Cannady with the 34th minute 
bettered everyone’s time, and Mickey 
Quade (Hus) and Mitch Mayes (Hus) 
followed closely in. As more times came 
in, it became obvious that no one bike 
was going to run away with it. A 
number of bikes were showing their 
teeth and only one car seemed to be 
close: Larry Minor in Parnelli’s last 
year’s Bronco, 

The question was what was going to 
happen when the riders angled away 
from the relatively cool Western coast 
from Santa Inez and then ventured into 
the deadly hot dust bin of Lake Chapala 
(dust lake)? At the halfway point, Punta 
Final, the temperature was rumored to 
range as high as 115 degrees at mid 
afternoon. By four, the riders would be 
heading out of Santa Inez, and cars, 
which offered a little less work, 
something to drink, and maybe even a 
little shade, might tell the story. 

Sam Dempsey was first out of Santa 
Inez aboard the Dempsey and Dempsey 
750 Triumph. It took a while for the 
impact of the big sled leading the chase 





to take hold. Incredible! But, Mickey 
Quade was only two minutes behind, 
and his actual elapsed time put him 15 
minutes ahead. Still, that Triumph was 
out there throwing dust at everyone. 
Coming in no more than ten minutes 
behind them were the Silverthorn-Fetty 
Honda, the Ussery-Vick Husky, the 
Mayes-Tibblin Husky, and amazingly 
the Olen Mumma-Eddie Foland 125 
Husky. The bikes were still running a 
tight pack, 

Checkpoint Four had originally been 
planned as Rancho Chapala, but was 
eliminated late on in the planning. 
Check Four was over the mountains at 
Punta Final. Punta Final was described 
in various ways, but the most common 
was ‘hell hole.’ It was a forsaken, deadly 
hot, dust bin, far enough from the 
course to get lost and confusing enough 
in its entrances and exits to create a few 
near head-on high-speed collisions. 
Heard tell that some politicing from a 
certain well-to-do lady down Santa Inez 
way got it there, Too bad, there didn’t 
seem to be anyone else who even 
remotely approved. 

The first vehicle was due into Punta 
Final around six. People who had been 
waiting in the sun and dust all day long 
waited some more, as the electric 
atmosphere built and built. Riders 
paced back and forth in their leathers in 
the 100 plus degree heat mumbling 
about their co-riders. Eyes dodged up to 
the top of the alluvial plain every few 
seconds, straining to see the first sign of 
dust descending to the shore line. 

Around 5:30 a billowing cloud came 
rapidly down the hill, A big cloud, and 
it had to be a car. Everyone was on their 
feet. But it was an anticlimax — a Ford 
Econoline came hurtling into the pits, 
very fast. He wasn't an entrant, but 
maybe he should have been. 


At just about 6:00 a small trail 
appeared at the top of the ridge. It was 
no car, nor the Larry Minor that so 
much of the crowd thought it would be. 
It was a bike, and there was no one 
close bhind! Mickey Quade is so fast for 
so long in Baja and today was no 
exception, He made the check at 6:15. 
Mickey poured a large part of a jug of 
water over his head and perched on the 
edge of the Husky van, while the Husky 
crew changed tires and chains. The rear 
tire was incredible — cord showed on 
almost a third of its circumference. 
Mickey had really been pushing. The pit 
stop neared an end, and Howard Utsey 
prepared to take off. As the bike was 
kick started Mickey leaned over to 
Howard, “Howard, it’s making a pinging 
noise, Been doing it since the 
pavement...just wick it." Everyone was 
anxious to see how the 450 would fare, 
but it started first kick and sounded as 
sharp as ever.

Thousand-Dollar Deductible 
Eliminated from American 
Motorcycle Association Member 
Insurance 


WESTERVILLE, OHIO - AMA 
member insurance has been drastically 
improved by increasing the dollar 
coverage on all Class A members. The 
changes were finalized in an Executive 
Committee meeting on May 22 in San 
Francisco, 

The meeting was the first attended by 
the two new Class A committee 
members, Ron Sloan and Dick 
Ainsworth, and a final decision by the 
body relied heavily upon the advice of 
these two men who spoke of the views 
and attitudes of the general member. 

As they: reported, there has been 
within the 200,000-member AMA a 
growing discontent over the $1,000 
deductible program and the optional 


promoter insurance. ‘Sloan and 
Ainsworth testified that most AMA 
members have felt that the $1,000 


deductible insurance is unrealistic since 
many injuries fall well under that figure, 
and that the problem has been 
compounded by the fact that promoters 
and clubs have not responded to the 
low-deductible optional plan which was 
originally designed to fill the need. 
After discussing the problem and 
reviewing member complaints, the 
Executive Committee studied research 
and statistics compiled and developed 
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Ricky Graves took the lead in the 
Junior Main with Doug Lein second and 
Seabom third.

The Yamaha 100 and 125 MX's 


While the 100 and 125 Motocross Yamaha are two 
very different little bikes, we're going to lump them 
together. Though they ride very differently, they're 
the same sort of solution to the same sort of problem. 
They're a Japanese answer to an American problem: 
cheap transportation around motocross courses. 

Both the 100 and 125 can be had for a little more 
than half of what the really expensive European 100's 
and 125's will cost. That in itself makes them 
interesting bikes to take a good hard look at. Here's 
what we found. 

Both bikes are converted Enduro models. They get 
snappy paint jobs, wild porting, altered gearing; the 
lights get stripped off, and, in the case of the 125, the 
seat is changed. In order to emphasize their heritage, 
they both have wiring harnesses dangling down from 
up by the tank. The center stand and ignition switch 
mounts and other assorted brackets remain. 21" front 
rims (steel), knobbies, and, of course, silenced 
expansion chambers complete the picture. Both bikes 
look similar to their larger bore relatives, but looks 
are about the end of the resemblance. The 
250/360/500 Yamahas are specialized motocrossers, 
not converted enduros. 

Neither of the small bikes got remote reservoir 
shocks. Too bad, the ones that come on them don't 
work. The price tag just went up 50 bucks. The 125 
has aluminum slider forks that can be made to work 
adequately, and, while the 100's forks are steel, they 
also seem to get the job done in an average manner. 
The wheels, suspensions, and frames add up to bikes 
that steer much like their enduro relatives. Both are 
quick; steering into corners is an easy matter. Their 
short wheelbases get things done in a hurry. 

However, they are different to ride because of their 


The 125 had enough power to deal with sliding situations. 


available power. The 100 is very pipey. Torque is 
nothing to write home about and acceleration 
happens in a big hurry. On a smooth track there's 
enough time to get some sliding done without 
disastrous results, but in motocross it requires too 
much effort to do so. The 125 has enough additional 
torque to allow big, hairy slides. It does them very 
well. Just lay it over and wring it out. It never seems 
to want to slide out. Combined with its quick 
handling this attribute makes the 125 MX a fun little 
playbike. It's kind of hard not to be a pit squid. 

It's a little difficult to analyze either bike's high 
speed handling because of the shocks. On any kind of 
bumpy terrain, they became treacherous, The 125 is 
faster so it handles worse. The rear end wants to be in 
front of the front so badly it's amazing. The shocks 
probably contributed to some of the hearty 
tank-bangers, too. The 125 (in stock state) is the sort 
of bike that when you get in trouble you know you 
aren't going to get out of it. There's usually some 
time afterwards to contemplate the stars and analyze 
just what happened. Our suspicion is that with decent 
shocks it would work reasonably, right up to the 
point of trouble, and then it would still spit you off. 
The 100 is better than the 125 only because it is 
slower. The 100 didn't cause nearly as many big eyes. 

The motors are the best parts of each unit. While 
both are peaky they are also pretty quick. Probably 
just a hair off the top competition. Both have reed 
valves, and both ran very cleanly throughout the test. 
As you might expect, they are low maintenance 
engines. Oil injection and pre-mix keep the inner 
workings as slimey as they might ever want to be. The 
injection is nice, but both bikes carry large, heavy oil 
tanks high on the chassis. You'll probably want to 











Hillclimbing the 125 was a chore. The power was there, but 
when it came on to the power band it wanted to. play 
loop-the-loop. Add to that traction difficulties because of the 
poor rear suspension, and you have a handful, 


either replace the tank or eighty-six the whole 
system. We’re willing to bet that you won’t find a 
more reliable competition engine. 

The chassis are not bad either, though we did 
experience a few problems with the 125. The silencer 
fell off as qucikly as you could put it back and it 
broke off around the mounting flange. All manners of 
wire, tape, springs, etc., never seemed to solve the 
problem. The solution is a stronger body. Another 
problem was with the rear wheel on the 125. It 
despoked itself constantly. Our suspicion is that the 
problem was amplified by the shocks, which supplied 
all the shock to machine and body. All the spoke 
problems finally came to end when we failed to 
tighten them for about two hours of riding. 
Degenerating handling drew our attention to a rear 
wheel with’ six broken spokes and severe need of a 
relace. 

The clutch on the 125 has been improved over last 
year's AT2 MX. On last year's the clutch would drag 
badly when it got hot, It doesn't do that any more. 

The brakes, which come from the enduros, are 
strong enough, but get befuddled by the suspension. 
Any serious attempt to slow down is challenged by 
wheel hop in the rear. Again, the suspension gets the 
finger pointed at it. A floating rear brake arrangement 
couldn't hurt anything. 

Is there a place for the little Yamaha racers? Yes. 
But they are different places. The 100 is primarily a 
racer. It is too peaky to be used as a trail bike or a 
playbike. It asks that you keep it wicked up and go 
fast. In the moderately competitive 100 class it can 
work for the right person (i.e., a small one). 

The 125, on the other hand, qualifies more as a 
playbike that can be raced, Its drawbacks as a 
playbike are its silencer and rear wheel. The rear 
wheel and spokes need to be strengthened or the 
shocks could be improved. Or both. Improving the 
shocks would help it out when it comes time to be a 
racer, too, As a racer it faces one major obstacle: the 
Suzuki 125. To be competitive in a racing market, a 
machine must be either faster or cheaper. The 
Yamaha is neither. 

Instead, what it has going for it is greater 
flexibility. Every weekend and every test day, the 
Yamaha was spoken for. It was spoken for because it 
was no hassle to use. It didn’t foul plugs, require 
timing, or need any work except to have its spokes 
tightened and silencer re-affixed. The stigma of the 
problems we encountered is offset to a certain extent 
by the very fact that we used the bike enough to 
encounter them, In an isolated canyon above Malibu, the 125 exercises its role as playbike under the early marning fog.

GARDENA, ÇAL., June 8 — For the 
third straight week in a row the big bike 
final was decided on the final lap. Only 
this time it came out of the last turn 
with the winner being decided at the 
finish line. 

Tom Horton returned early from the 
east due to a cracked wrist bone. It 
must have had a positive effect on his 
throttle hand as he ran wide open most 
of the way in the feature. 

The first year Expert from Lancaster 
did not qualify in the first ten, but 
started moving and won his heat race. 
He was not qualified for the trophy 
dash so he sat that one out. 

In the final Horton was nowhere 
around for the first six laps. By lap 
seven he was sixth, lap ten Horton was 
fifth and on lap eleven he was third but 
not close to the two leaders, Rick 
Hocking and John Hateley. 

With two laps to go Tom White and 
Rob Morrison also moved up as Hateley 
made his bid to win for the third week 
on the last lap. But it was Horton and 
not Hateley this time who came on 
when it counted. Horton drove under 
both riders to grab the lead and go on 
for his first win as an Expert. 

Hateley, who has troubles getting 
going early, was defeated in the heat 
race by Rex Barratt. Hocking took the 
measure of DeWayne Keeter with 
Horton turning back Dan White and 
John Gennai. Danny Hockie turned 
back Larry Gino to win the final heat 
race, 

Fast qualifier was Brian LaPlante, 
another of the many new rookie 
Experts who are now finding the fast 


way around, broke his engine in the 
heat race and could not come out for 
the dash. This put Rick Hocking in as 
the first alternate and he won going 
away from the outside start position 
over Barratt, Dan White and Gino. 

The Novices had their problems all 
night long and the main event for the 
lightweights had to be stopped short of 
the checkered flag. 

Point leader Tom Berry suffered his 

second straight heat race defeat of the 
season when Randy Griffith turned him 
back. Marc Barbani and Chuck 
Soderstrom turned in the two fastest 
heat wins. 
' The red flag came out twice in the 
final, The first time saw wild Lyle 
Moore hit the tum on the second lap 
after Soderstrom had taken the lead 
from Barbani. 

The re-start had Nick Nazzisi up 
front with Berry coming on fast from 
the second row. Berry passed three 
riders, going from fourth to first on lap 
five and then Nazzisi fell off hard on the 
North turn. Referee Chub Kellam wisely 
chose to call it a night for the first year 
pro’s with the win going to Berry.

-Is Cranston Out to Get You ? 


by John D. Ulrich 

Alan Cranston is probably the man most misunderstood and disliked by off road 
vehicle enthusiasts in the history of the wheel. His desert conservation bill, $63, is 
the cause of much of this misunderstanding. Few motorcyclists know just exactly 
what S63 will do if enacted into law. In fact, even members of Senator Cranston’s 
Los Angeles office staff do not agree what S63 will do. Before I met Senator 
Cranston, one staff member told me that the bill would "effectively eliminate off 
road vehicle use" in the 16 million acre desert area covered, This convinced me that 
the reason obtaining an interview with the Senator took longer than anyone else I 
talked to.(except Ronald Reagen) was that he did not want the voting motorcyclists 


of California to discover what he was up to. 


Just keep reading, friend, and you will discover why my appointment with Alan 
Cranston was the most shocking meeting I have ever attended. 


ULRICH: How will the legislation you 
recently introduced to require the U.S. 
Bureau of Land Management to prepare 
a land use plan for 16 million acres of 
desert land affect the use of 
motorcycles off the road, if it becomes 
law? i 
CRANSTON: The aim of my bill, $63, 
is to provide for the development of a 
comprehensive plan for. the protection 
and recreational use of the 48,000 
square mile California Desert National 
Conservation Area. This is an enormous 
expanse of land — bigger than the state 
of Mississippi. There’s plenty of room 
there for many things — motorcycles 
included. 

The purpose of the bill is to ensure 
that two or more incompatible land-use 
activities do not take place in the same 
area at the same time, and that the 
desert's ecosystem receives full 
protection, 

This plan wouid be developed by the 
Secretary of the Interior with the advice 
and assistance of a representative 
citizens advisory commission on which 
cyclists should be included. $63 would 
benefit all groups and interests that now 
use the California desert. Protected 
areas could be set aside for the use and 
enjoyment of the various interests, such 
as cycling, where ever the land is found 
to be compatible with the proposed use. 


ULRICH: What factors entered into 
your decision to introduce that 
legislation? 

CRANSTON: Unfortunately, many 
people look at the desert as a broad 
expanse of useless sand dunes and 
cactus. In reality, the desert ecology is 
both fragile and complex. It is not an 
empty space, but is home to a multitude 
of creatures and plants, and is rich in 
history, 

Today, a new page in the history of 
the desert is being written by visitors of 
all types. If you call every single day 
that .a visitor spends in the desert a 
“visitor day”, more than five million 
visitor days were spent last year in the 
California desert. By 1980 there will be 
eight million visitor days spent in 
California's desert — regardless of 
whether anything is done to encourage 
desert recreation. Officials of the 
Bureau of Land Management believe 
that with wise management and 
planning, there could be as many as 30 
million visitor days in 1980, and 50 
million in the year 2000 — without 
ruining the desert environment. Without 
wise management and control of these 
lands, however, the California desert 
will only see more of the problems that 
now threaten it — more scars from-ever 
increasing road and utility rights-of-way, 
pock-marks of past, present, and future 
speculative mining . operations, 
substandard construction, litter, and the 
continuing plunder of its natural and 
scientific resources. 

The bill I have introduced to 
establish the California Desert 
Conservation Area would provide for 
overall planning and wise management 
of this important resource so that the 
desert’s resources are protected from 
permanent damage and so that the 
many recreational uses of the desert can 
continue. 


ULRICH: In a given period of time, 
about how much mail supporting 
preservation of desert lands versus the 
amount of mail supporting off road 
vehicle use of the desert does your 
office receive? 

CRANSTON: I’ve been getting about 10 
letters a week discussing these issues. 
Normally, three will oppose allowing off 
road vehicles in the desert. The other 
seven support off road vehicle use of the 
desert in varying degrees. Some say 
there should be no restrictions on their 
use. Others support my view that there 
should be overall planning to insure that 
all interested parties will be allowed 
continued use of the desert — 
motorcyclists included. 


ULRICH: What future plans for 
legislation that might affect 
motorcyclists do you have? (If any.) 
CRANSTON:I am supporting the 
Consumer Product Warranties 
Improvement Act, $356, which was 
introduced by Senator Warren 
Magnuson (D-Wash.), Any motorcyclist 
who ever tried to get his money back 
for a dud spark plug or has tried to get a 
dealer to replace a defective gear can 
appreciate the importance of this bill. 
The legislation would allow the 
government to set federal minimum 
standards against product defects’ of 
malfunctions, and would grant to U.S, 
District Courts the power to restrain 
any person from offering deceptive 
warranties. The legislation passed the 
Senate last year but failed to clear the 
House Commerce Committee before the 
session adjourned. I am hopeful we will 
achieve final passage this session. 


ULRICH: 7 recently had the 
opportunity to ask Senator John Tower 
from Texas about the Senate death of 
Congressman Chet Holified's Consumer 
Protection Act of 1971 during the last 
session of Congress. Senator Tower 
claimed to have helped defeat the bill, 
stating it would “impose a tremendous 
burden on the mercantile community of 
this nation", Congressman Holified has 
told me that his bill would “benefit 
motorcyclists as well as millions of 
other consumers”, and that he plans to 
re-introduce the bill in this session of 
Congress. How do you feel towards this 
piece of legislation? 

CRANSTON: Congressman  Holified's 
bill, HR21, is very similar to $707 
introduced by Senator Abraham 
Ribicoff (D-Conn.). Senator Ribicoff's 
bill was tabled in the Senate last year. I 
opposed tabling and will be supporting 
the bill again this year. It's too early to 
tell whether we will have the votes to 
pass 8707. In my view, this is vital 
consumer legislation. S707 would 
establish a Consumer Protection Agency 
within the. Federal government and give 
the consumer a place to go with his 
gripes about faulty merchandise and 
services, This agency would have the 
authority to set minimum safety 
standards for products — motorcycles 
included. It would be charged with 
responsibility for publicizing safety and 
design defects in products. And if the 
government takes no action to stop 
companies that make exaggerated 
advertising claims, the Consumer 
Protection Agency would act as an 
ombudsman, 

For example, say a motorcycle 
manufacturer claims his 750 will 
accelerate through the quarter mile in 
12.6 seconds. In reality, it takes 15.2 
seconds and the Federal Trade 
Commission hasn’t moved to stop the 
spread of the false claim. Cyclists could 
complain to the Consumer Protection 
Agency which would then go to bat for 
them with the FTC if they have a 
legitimate beef. 


ULRICH: Congressmen Barry 
Goldwater Jr. (R-Ca.) and Bob Mathias 
(R-Ca.) introduced HR9661 two years 
ago. The bill, which failed, was designed 
to support the multi-use concept of 
desert utilization. Congressman 
Goldwater has told me that the bill will 
be re-introduced during this session of 
Congress. How do you feel about 
HR9661? 

CRANSTON: Though it did not go as 
far as 1 would have liked, I have no 
major arguments with the legislation in 
the form in which it was introduced in 
the last session. It had the same 
multiuse concept that my bill has. 
However, it did not include as much 
land area and did not provide for as firm 


a commitment to overall land use 
planning. I understand that 
Congressman Mathias is presently 


revising his bill.

LOUISVILLE, KY., June 9 — Canadian 
Dave Sehl won the Louisville National 
Half-mile for the third time in the last 
four years as he led 1-2-3-4-5 
Harley-Davidson sweep of the event 
held at Louisville Downs, The sellout 
crowd, announced at 9,883, watched 
Sehl lead fellow Harley riders, Mert 
Lawwill, Jim Rice, Rex Beauchamp and 
Corky Keener for the entire twenty 

laps. 

The crushed limesy limestone surface 
of Louisville Downs produced some 
exciting practice sessions that saw 


Yamaha factory rider Don Castro, Sehl, ` 


Lawwill, Beauchamp and Keith Ulicki 
establish themselves as the.fast guys. 
Castro was the only hot shoe using a 
Dunlop trials universal tire. The 
“knobby” Dunlop allowed Castro to 
ride high, producing roostertails that 
absolutely beserked the crowd. 

With the seventy plus entries 
trimmed down to the forty eight fastest 
by time trials, the stage was set for the 
first of the four heats, The first two 
finishers in each of the heats would 
advance to the national, while finishers 
three through eight would advance into 
one of the two semis. 


In heat one Mert Lawwill took the 
lead in tum one followed by Dave Sehl. 
Lawwill pulled out a comfortable lead 
on Sehl who was being pressured by 


Gary Scott led Jim Rice Briefly. 


Triumph factory rider, Gary Scott, 
Scott got by Sehl in turn one on the 
fifth lap and held second to the finish to 
advance to the National along with 
Mert, who captured the pole position. 


The second heat was red flagged on 
the first lap when Don Castro, the San 
Jose National winner who occupied the 
pole for the heat, unloaded in turn three 
while giving chase to Dick Mann who 
had taken the lead at the wave of the 
green flag with a tremendous hole shot. 
Castro was unhurt and Yamaha’s “Dirt” 
team manager, Shell Truitt, had his bike 
back on the line within the eight 
minutes repair time allowed by the 
AMA. Castro couldn’t explain why he 
got off and remember only “banging off 
Gene Romero” prior to unloading. 

Bugs made the restart a repeat of the 
original as he took the lead in tum one 
and immediately pulled out a lead that 
he held to the finish. Behind Mann the 
action was all in the fight for second as 
Jim Zeigler pressured Chuck Palmgren 
all the way. Palmgren, aboard the Dan 
Gurney All American Racers Yamaha, 
shut the door on Zeigler on the last lap 
in turns three and four and took the 
second spot to advance into the 
National. 

In the third heat, Jim Rice took the 
lead at the start and began pulling away 
from the field to build up a twenty bike 
length lead over runnerup Kenny 
Roberts. Rice’s apparent factory team

America's top international 
speedway .rider, Rick Woods, has 
retumed to California after a highly 
successful early-season run in the British 
League. 

Woods, who rode for the First 
Division Newport team in Wales, was 
sickened by the decision of the British 
Speedway Control Board not to allow 
him and fellow Americans, Scott Autrey 
and Sumner M&Knight, to contest the 
qualifying rounds of the prestigious 
World Speedway Championship 
competition, 

The ban on the three Amerieans has 
stunned world speedway and comes as a 
shock to international observers who 
have long claimed the championship as a 
true, unbiased means of deciding the 
best speedway rider in the world. 

The situation is absurd and well 
merits some fast action in high places 
before next season. And international 
observers say more power to America 
over this petty-mindedness of 
officialdom that has deprived her riders 
of the chance of entering the greatest 
competition in the world, 

Apparently it goes like this: 
Americans are classified as ‘foreigners’ 
in Britain..because they require work 
permits to ride in league speedway 
there, Thus, as foreigners, they are 
banned from competing in British world 
championship qualifying rounds 
(apparently it's not good enough that 
they are there for the season, domiciled 
and helping out league teams). And they 
are told to return home to their own 
country to contest their own rounds — 
as are the Swedes, Danes, etc. 

But, of course, no speedway 
qualifying rounds are held in America! 
The AMA is affiliated to the FIM and 
could run such sanctioned events, but 
speedway is controlled by the SRA, and 
the SRA, in turn, is NOT affiliated with 
the AMA! 

The internal politics could well be 
sorted out by next season now that 
high-standing speedway officials in the 
States have their backs up. 

But it doesn’t get away from the 
ludicrious fact that the three league 
riders this year have been denied their 
rightful opportunity of riding in the 
competition, 

Woods, when he learned the ban was 
to be enforced, packed his bags and 
booked a plane flight home from 
London. One can understand his 
sentiments, 

He said: ‘fl was sick when I was told 
I couldn't ride in the championship. 
That was the main reason I went to 
England, Even though I know I would 
not have got through the Final, I 
wanted the chance to have a go. I 
couldn’t. believe it when I was told I was 
banned. And I’m still sore about it. I’ve 
no quarrel with Newport and I enjoyed 
myself in England, but to me there was 
nothing left to ride for without the 
championship. I can earn so much more 
racing at home.” 

Briggs Banned Too! 

The Californians aren’t the only ones 
banned from this year's world 
championship. Shock number two came 
when the British Speedway Control 
Board also banned four times world 
champion, Barry Briggs, of New 
Zealand, from competing. 

Briggs, who now lives in England, 
retired from British league racing earlier 
this year but still kept himself available 
for all other meetings. After more than

20. years of building up British 
speedway, Briggo decided he'd had 
enough of the gipsy life on the road and 
so opted out of the rigours of league 
racing. Then the Board dropped its 
bombshell: any rider who had not 
signed a contract with a league team 
would not be permitted to contest the 
qualifying rounds. 

Briggs immediately signed a contract 
with his old club, Swindon, only with 
terms which excluded him from league 
matches. Then he applied and begged to 
be allowed a chance at claiming his fifth 
world crown. And certainly he's one of 
the very few super stars left capable of 
relieving the Ivan Mauger-Ole Olsen 
dominance of the title. But the British 
Speedway Promoters’ Association 
refused to recognize his contract and 
the Control Board rejected his appeal. 

Barry Briggs — one of speedway’s 
greatest ever riders — denied the chance 
of entering the world championship. 
Unbelievable! 

What’s more, he was not invited to 
contest the grand Wills Internationale at 
Wimbledon last week, and it is 
rumoured that the BSPA has 


- recommended that its members do not 
book him for further open meetings!

Yet, crazily paradoxically, he will be 
permitted to ride for New Zealand in 
the. forthcoming World League in 
Britain if he so desires. A case, it would 
appear, of whatever suits authority at a 
particular time. 

In the meantime, qualification 
rounds are under way for the world 
championship in Britain, Scandinavia 
and Eastern Europe. 

This year the Final is scheduled for 
Poland on September 2 and it’s going to 
be a long, hard haul for British riders. 
Of the 16 finalists, only 11 will qualify 
from the last stage — the European 
Final. The other five will be Poles. 

Ivan Mauger is again tipped to do 
well, and all eyes will be on his main 
rivals, Ole Olsen (Denmark) and Zenon 
Plech, the 19-year-old Polish Champion 
who could be the darkest horse this 
year. Plech is receiving rave reviews 
from European critics and is being rated 
as possibly the first Communist world 
champion. 





Scott Autrey Flying 

In England, Californian teenager, 
Scott Autrey, is flying in the First 
Division of the league and has been 
earning high scores at most tracks he 
races. Team partnered with World 
Champion, Ivan Mauger, Scott is 
learning rapidly and doing very well in 
what is the toughest speedway 
competition in the world. He’s been 
flooded with open bookings for special 
championship meetings which is the 
mark of a job well done. 

Sumner McKnight is plodding on at 
Swindon, continuing to learn the tricks 
of the trade and proving one of the 
most popular ambassadors ofthe sport 
for many a day. Sumner is wowing the 
spectators and improving with every 
meeting. 

Mauger and Briggs Fail to Qualify 
in World Long Track 

Reigning world long track champion, 
Ivan Mauger, and his closest rival, Barry 
Briggs, have both failed to qualify for 
the final of this year's title because of 
machine failure. Mauger was eliminated 
in Czechoslovakia and Briggs dipped out 
in West Germany. 

Both super stars were well placed 
when their engines gave out in crucial 
qualifying races. 

Mauger will now concentrate on the 
defense of his world speedway title. 


Boocock Tests BSA Speedway 
Engine 

British Lions test skipper, Nigel 
Boocock, from Coventry, has been track 
testing a new speedway engine 
manufactured by BSA. The engine is 
based on BSA's motocross special and 
has been adapted to fit into a Jawa 
speedway frame specifically for 
speedway purposes. Boocock has been 
testing it thoroughly and reports that it 
is “very, very competitive”. He hopes to 
race it at Coventry soon 


Australian Star Injured 

Australian international star, Phil 
Crump, has broken his arm in an 
off-track accident in England and 
returned to Australia to recuperate. 

Crump, mainstay of the Australian 
test side last season, was driving home 
from a meeting at King’s Lynn when his 
car got a flat tire. While changing the 
wheel, the jack slipped an crushed 
Crump’s arm under the chassis. 

The break was expected to take four 
months to heal so the young Aussie 
decided to return home. 


Australian Promoters’ Conference 

Down Under in Australia, the annual 
promoters’ conference recently made 
several major decisions for the new 
summer season commencing in 
September. 

Most important was the unanimous 
agreement to again contract a Bristish 
Lions test team to tour the country. 

This year the Australian promoters 
will have a greater say in the 
composition of the side and several big 
names are likely to be overlooked 
following lack-lustre perfor.nances in 
the past. 

An interstate league competition will 
be inaugurated and it is to be hoped 
that this proves the necessary stimulant 
to boost solo motorcycles ahead of 
racing cars in speedway popularity.

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ave Mungenast is tall 
sandy- haired, a polite, 
quiet-seeming man when you 
first meet him. But there is 
much more here than that, and it begins 
to come out as you talk: how he runsa 
successful motorcycle dealership and a 
successful car dealership in St. Louis; 
how he has been one of the kingpins in 
developing the two Missouri motorcycle

organizations; how he has been to every f 


ISDT since 1967; how he has spent the 
last two years developing a 1700 acre 
motorcycle park designed strictly for 
family recreation. 

It was typical of the kind of man 
Mungenast is that he showed up at the 


ISDT qualifiers last spring on a Honda L3 


250. As-a consistent Six Days medalist 
on Pentons and Huskies he 
originally signed up for the qualifiers as 


had F 


part of the Husqvarna team, but instead fi 


chose to go his own way on the quiet, 
unremarkable-looking stock Honda. The 
switch from the 
machines to a bike with no competition 
record at all seemed strange to people 


proven Swedish |^ 


who didn't know Dave, but the results | 


speak for themselves-a solid string of 
gold medals, including one of the eleven 
golds at the tough 1972 three day 
Berkshire. Dave is very much his own 


man and has himself together in a way B 
that very few other competition riders HES 


in this country do. 

It is this quiet forcefulness that 
impresses you in conversation. Dave is 
articulate and thoughtful on a whole 
variety of topics connected with 
motorcycling, and it is always clear that 
his opinions are his own, arrived at from 
his own observations and experience, 
and that he is prepared to act on them. 
Take the problems of the Missouri MIC 
affiliate, for example. When the 
Missouri Motorcycle Dealers Association 
was formed in March of 1972, Dave was 
elected President. But it quickly became 
clear to him that the MMDA could 
never do more than part of the job--the 
small dealers who couldn't pay the $160 
dues and individuals were still left out. 

Dave's answer was to put together an 
organization that would involve all parts 
of the motorcycle community. The 
Missouri Motorcycle Association was 
formed about a year ago, and it now has 
over 1000 individual members who pay 
dues based on the number of bikes they 
sell, ranging from $35 for the dealer 
who sells 50 or less per year to $900 for 
the dealer who sells 1000 or more. 

“We formed the MMA primarily so 
we could involve the individuals and the 
small dealer, the guy who didn’t want to 
pay his $160," says Dave. “Now we've 
got a sliding scale where the big guy 
pays his share and the little guy pays his 
share. I got up this year at the MIC 
meeting down in Florida and told them 
what we've done in our state, and at 
least 20 people asked me for copies of 
our dues scale, and a lot more people 
wrote me after I got back asking for 
information--so there's a definite need 
for it.” 

At the moment everything in 
Missouri is being done through the 
MMA. “People look at the MIC, and it's 
a big thing up there in Washington, 
D.C., and there's no working 
relationship," Dave says. The MMA 
employs a fulltime Executive Secretary 
at $12,000 a year, and he has recently 
been hired to represent the MMDA as 
well though his primary responsibility 
will still be to the MMA. The results of 
having a man fulltime speak for 
themselves: five minibike parks, three in 
St. Louis and two in Kansas City; good 
relations with both the Missouri 
National Forests; inclusion of 
motorcycles in the latest Missouri driver 
training manual. 

In Dave’s way of doing things the 
fulltime man is the key. “You have to 
have him. I could be the most 
dedicated, devoted guy in the 
world--but I don’t have the time. I’ve 
got a business to run, and this is just like 
anything else, you hire somebody to do 
it for you. The main thing is to find 
somebody competent, and I think we’ve 


got a good man. He’s done an excellent

job for us.” 

It isn’t surprising that a person with 
this direct, pragmatic way of attacking 
problems should be a dedicated trail 
rider and successful competition rider. 
There is no place to hide on a trail 
bike--your failures and successes are 
your own, and you have to learn to 
cope with them on your own. Nor is it 
surprising that Mungenast’s favorite 
form of competition should be the Six 
Days. The ISDT is a very special kind of 
competition, and the qualities it 
demands are precisely those that come 
through most strongly in talking with 
Dave. The spectacular riders almost 
never do well in the ISDT; it is the 
quiet, self-contained people like 
Mungenast who have the inner ‘reserve 
of strength that it takes to come back 
year after year and do well. 

“It’s the only competition that I 
really feel that I enjoy,” says Dave. “I 
like to really get involved. It’s so much 
more than most people realize. You 
know, you can get out there and bomb 
through the woods for one day and have 
a good time, but when you have to do 
that for six days in a row, and you have 
to make sure that your motorcycle stays 
together, and you have to keep yourself 
in one piece, your mental outlook 
becomes the most important thing. Like 
they say, by the third day most guys are 
psychologically defeated, and that's 
why the true professionals like the 
Czechs and the West and East Germans 
are so difficult to beat. 

“In this country, the Penton kids are 
about the only ones who are 
psychologically up for this thing, along 
with Malcolm Smith and a few others. I 
think this is something that Malcolm 
psyches himself for all year. The 
Americans are getting more series about 
it-I’d say there were 30 people out of 
the 300 entries at the Missouri [SDT 
qualifier who would make good 
competitors, guys like Malcolm, Ed 
Schmidt, Ronnie Bohn, Dick Mann.” 

How do you judge someone’s ISDT 
potential? **Jake Fischer had bad luck 
last year but he's another good rider, 
and I wouldn't have said that until I 
rode with him at Fort Hood and 
watched him pace himself, and he can 
do it. He can go fast when he has to, 
and he can cool it and still get in on 
time. I followed him to the first check 
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Sunday down at Fort Hood, and I 
thought, ‘Boy, he’s gonna be late,’ 
because he was just poking along, or at 
least that’s the way it felt to me. But 
hell, he rolled in there four minutes 
early, sat there, looked over his bike, 
very nonchalant, very cool. 


*"The Penton team is our 
hope--they’ve got the potential to be a 
World Trophy Team if they can just sort 
out some of their problems. They’re just 
a little too aggressive, I think, but that’s 
part of being young--the average age is 
only about 21 or 22. The other thing is 
the friction between the manager and 
the team--Doug Wilford is an excellent 
manager, but he isn’t tactful with them. 
John Penton and I have had our 
differences of opinion, but he’s the only 
guy that’s really put his money where 
his mouth is when it comes to the ISDT, 
and now that he’s laid the groundwork 
everybody’s going to try and pick up on 
it.” 


Dave’s own ISDT involvement dates 
back to 1967. “Leroy Winters called me 
up one day and told me that Edison 
Dye was coming to St. Louis to see me 
about going to the Six Days, and I don’t 
know how the hell that ever came 
about. I got my first bike in 1951, and I 
always rode the dirt, but I just rode in 
the woods locally for fun, and I still 
would rather do that than ride in an 
event. I was way over the hill before I 
ever even went to a National enduro--I 
went to Jack Pine for the first time in 
1965 and won my class. And I'd won 
the 24 hour Nation Championship 
Marathon here in St. Louis two or three 
times. 

“Anyway, in rolls Dye, and he had a 
ride for me on a Husqvarna. I’d never 
even seen a Husqvarna, didn’t even 
know what it was, and I'd never ridden 
one until I went over to Poland. I was 
riding Honda Scramblers at that time, 
the 250 and 305 Scramblers, and before 
that I’d had Zundapps and Triumphs 
and just about anything you can name. 
There was no specialized equipment; 
you just took whatever was available 
and went home and rebyjlt it. I had a 
250 Zundapp Super Sabre and

else-it had the exhaust pipe off a 
Maico, the gas tank off a J-B BMW 


| handlebars, and God knows what else.

"ln Poland Bud Ekins, Malcolm 
Smith, John Penton, Leroy Winters, 
myself and John Nelson rode Huskys, 
and there were about four other 
Americans there. Three of us got Golds: 
Bud Ekins and Malcolm Smith and me. 
That was my first attempt and that’s 
what sort of spoiled me; I got my taste 
of Gold the first time, you know. That’s 
what got me hooked on this. I’ve been 
to every one since, and I'd like to plan 
on riding at least three or four more. In 
1967 when you came back nobody had 
even heard of the ISDT--in Cycle World 
there was about a paragraph, and it said, 
“Three Americans won Gold Medals in 
Zakopane, Bud Ekins, Malcolm Smith, 
and another rider.’ That was my press 
coverage on my trip to Europe.” 


After a string of rides on Pentons, 
Dave went to Czechoslovakia last year 
with a very special Honda 250, only to 
be put out by mechanical problems, 
This year he is part of the ambitious 
Triumph effort; so far he is pleased with 
the bike's reliability and good handling, 
but not so happy with the 325 pound 
weight. In spite of all this Dave still 
considers himself a fun rider--"and the 
minute it stops being fun I'll quit," he 
says. We've got 10 or 12 guys from the 
shop, and we just go out and play on 
Sunday, ride 60 or 70 miles and ride a 
lot harder than I do in a trials, really, 
because if you crash you're not out, you 
know. And it's really fierce 
competition. The Husky team went 
down to Doe Run, my motorcycle park 
south of St. Louis, the other day for 
some publicity pictures, and they just 
got their bikes out, had their pictures 
taken and loaded up and left. They 
didn’t even ride around. I just don’t 
understand how people can look at 
motorcycling that way.” 

Doe Run is Dave’s current project, a 
1700 acre park about an hour south of 
St. Louis near Potosi, the center for 
enduro competition in the area. 
Currently aobut 25 miles of marked one 
way trails wind up and down the rocky, 
wooded hills; there is a motocross 
course that is used regularly for 
Amateur events, the beginnings of a 
children’s playground and not much 
else. “People come out there and say, 
“Oh, is that all you've got? You've been 
here, two years and that's all you got?" 
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I've got to put up a building, because 
that’s all people relate to." What these 
people are not seeing is the estimated 
$20,000 a year Dave has been putting 
into the park, things like the $4000 
drilled well (600 feet deep, 300 of that 
through granite), the six weeks of time 
it took to mark all the boundaries so 
riders wouldn't be trespassing, the 
$1200 worth of trail signs Dave has had 
to buy, and Pat Hagerty, Doe Run's 
fulltime caretaker (Dave has also 
furnished him with living quarters). 

Pat has been mostly responsible for 
trail layout and what clearing needed to 
be done in the open Missouri woods. A 
former construction company 
superintendent, he is very conscious of 
the land damage potential the trails pose 
and has tried to work things out to 
minimize this (trails almost never go 
straight up or down hill, for example). 
Dave estimates that properly clearing 
and marking the trails has cost 
somewhere around $150 a mile, 
counting the man-hours that have gone 
into it. And then there are the 
incidental expenses, like insurance, 
liability release forms, the sound meter 
that had to be bought to check mufflers 
and so forth. 

We hear a good deal about how 
profitable motorcycle parks can be, 
including requests from land managers 
that we do it all ourselves, get rich and 
not bother them for land to ride on. As 
Dave's investment shows, these profits 
are a long term prospect at best, and 
even then it takes competiton events to 
make them possible. “We found that the 
only way you’ll ever even get close to 
breaking even is competition--we can 
throw a motocross one Sunday and 
maybe make $400 or $500 that day, 
where if you relied on the $2 a head 
you charge for admission it would take 
six months to get the same kind of 
money." 

Dave did not originally want any 
competition at all-he sees Doe Run 
strictly as a family park. “You know, 
the racers are never going to come here. 
The terrain is too challenging for the 
racer-he wants to go out and blast 
around, so they go up to Leadwood 
[about 10 miles away] where there are 
wide open spaces and san and they'll 
play there. They have to be seen, where 
the trail rider, he'll get his kicks and he 
doesn't care whether anyone's watching 
him or not. He’llxgo off in the solitude 
of the woods and have a good time." 

It is like Dave Mungenast that he 
should care more about families than 
about competition riders, and when you 
ride around Doe Run you begin to see 
what he is talking about. The trails are 
mostly marrow and rocky, yet 
negotiable for an average rider. At the 
same time they are too rough and twisty 
to encourage much racing. They are 
clearly designed for the person who goes 
out and rides to enjoy the experience of 


M|riding not the hero-driver who goes 


riding to show off by beating other 
people. The highest point im the park is 
1582 feet, where the trail runs along a 
| rocky hilltop with fine views of the 
foothills fo the Ozarks when leaves are 
off the trees. 

Dave sees Doe Run as an ideal place 
for observed trials with graded sections 
set up. “I think that when Honda’s 125 
Trials hits the market it’s going to create 
an entirely new concept in off road 
riding--every empty lot you drive by 
some Kid’s going to be plonking around 
on one of those things, they’re so quiet 
and cheap. That’s what we’re really 
going to work on at Doe Run.” Other 
plans include good camping facilities 
and perhaps a building with storage for 
bikes and a place to sell food and parts. 

Dave’s basic commitment to 
recreational trail riding got him involved 
in working with the U.S. Forest Service 
about four years ago. Missouri has two 
National Forest, Clark and Mark Twain, 
and Dave has had a lot to do with 
maintaining good relations with Forest 
Service officials. It is understanding the 
need for cooperation and compromise 
that has made this happen. ‘You can’t 
win fighting with the government," says

them, and then when you get your 
chance you can make suggestions--but if 
you go in there bullheaded you’re going 


` to get absolutely nothing. 


“Guys that act like that are doing the 
same thing that we get so angry about 
the Sierra Club doing--they’re being 
irresponsible and irrational on the 
subject and you can’t do that. It’s a 
compromise; everybody has to work 
together. The guy that’s back there 
hunting has got just as much right there 
as you have, and so has the horseback 
rider. If we can’t all get along then 
somebody’s going to suffer, and it will 
probably be us because we’re the least 
organized.” 


A final policy for the Forests is still 
pending because of problems in getting 
the bike trail network together and 
properly mapped; currently riders are 
restricted to existing two-track trails 
and special permits are required for 
competition events. Dave gives a lot of 
the credit for the good relations to 
Eddie Viermann, the man who has been 
most responsible for the Busted Piston 
enduros and trials. Eddie has been 
wroking with the Forest Service for 
seven years now. “‘Before he went in 
and used the Forest he went and asked 
the people. Cooperation--that’s the 
whole thing. You don’t go out and 
throw an event and tear everything up 
and then when they come and find you 
say ‘I’m sorry, I didn’t know about it.) 
Eddie did things right, he went there 
first. 


“We posted a $500 bond the first 
couple of years we had enduros in the 
Potosi area, and the District Ranger 
would go out and he'd say ‘Well, that 
hill’s eroded a little bit, and the next 
Sunday we'd be out there and dig it up 
and stake it with logs and put some seed 
on it, and he'd go out and look at it and 
give us our money back." Currently 
approval of the route is required before 
the special permit is issued--the District 
Ranger checks it and then forwards it to 
the Forest Supervisor’s office, where 
final approval is granted. 


Dave has a very strong sense of what 
people like Viermann are doing for the 
sport. “Looking at it just from the sport 
side of it, the little guys are still the 
ones who keep this thing alive. I’m in 
the business and I make a good living at 
it, and I sell 70 or 80 Huskys a year 
because guys like Eddie go out and chop 
trails through the woods for my 
customers to ride on, and go work with 
the Forest Service--and what do they get 
out of it? Eddie's got a nice brick 
contracting business in St. Louis, and he 
just lets it go to hell for four or five 
months a year while he's putting on 
these events. 


*"The Busted Piston is an AMA 
qualifying event, but you don't see 
anybody from the AMA out there 
chopping and nailing up arrows. 
It’s--like Eddie says, "The AMA takes 
credit for all the work that I do'—he gets [| 
a little bitter about it." Dave's solution 
is for the AMA to honor these 
organizers: “At the end of the ISDT 
qualifying series, each one of these 
places where the events are held should 
submit the name of the man responsible 
and the AMA should give them some 
sort of award. That's what I'd really like 
to see some day, is to see these guys get || 
some recognition, and I'd be more than 
happy to contribute to it myself." 





And you can be sure that Dave won’t 
just stop with"talking about this plan; 
he'll go out and work to make it 
happen. Because the key word here is 
involvement, whether it's trail riding, 
the ISDT, building organizations, or 
working with the Forest Service. To 
Dave Mungenast, it’s not what you say fi 
that counts, it’s whether you back it up 
and make it authentic by getting 
involved.
